Announcing the change in 
government policy Sunday 
night, Finance Minister Edgar 
Benson said he does not expect 
a marked change in the ex- 
change rate. He also said the fi- 
nance department will use its 
foreign exchange funds to mod- 
erate day-to-day swings in the 
exchange value. 

There could be an impact in 
time on Canadian employment 
—with imports less expensive 
and exports costlier, but “not 
right away. 

The government decided at a 
Saturday cabinet meeting, on fi- 
nance department advice, that 
when foreign exchange markets 
open today, the government will 
ease up on its ‘buying of U.S. 
dollars with Canadian dollars. 

It has been buying U.S. dol- 
lars at» a rapid’ rate in recent 
weeks in order to hold the Cana- 
dian dollar below 93.2401 cents. 
This is in accordance with Can- 
ada’s membership in the Inter- 
nationa] Monetary Fund and a 
commitment to hold the Cana- 
dian dollar within one per cent 
of 92.5 cents, the par value set 
by a former finance minister, 
Donald Fleming, in 1962. 

The Canadian dollar was 
quoted in international ex- 
change markets at noon on Fri- 
day at 93.0% U.S. cents. In 
other words, it cost aknost 
$1.07 % in Canadian money to 
buy $1 U.S. 

What determines the interna- 
tional exchange market value of 
the Canadian dollar is the multi- 
tude of transactions every day 

"between Canadians and foreign- 
ers converting one currency to 
another.

OTTAWA (CP) — Postmas- 
ter-General Eric Knowles said

«Mr. Kierans said in an inter- 

view the post office lost close to 
$6,000,000 in anticipated revenue 
last month as a result of public 
fear of a strike and lost a num- 
ber of” leading business clients

back after a settlement.” 

He warned that the effects on 
post office business could be 
“disastrous” if the rotating 
strike continues through the 


summer as union leaders have 
threatened.

Sawchuk Case 


MINEOLA, N.Y. (CP) — A 
Nassau County grand jury has 
ruled the death of Terry Saw- 
chuk, long-+time National

The foundation’s published 

/index report for the U.S. and 
Canada came up with some 
startling statistics.

is fairly good; below five, 
good; below one, excellent.

inces rank as follows: 
Alberta. British Columbia, 
New Brunswick, Newfound- 
land, Prince Edward Island 
and, Saskatchewan—excellent, 
Manitoba was rated good to 
fairly good with only Morden 
rising above the level of 10.

“You level out, gain speed, 
and then gointo a climb. You 
make maybe 25 or 50 fect at a 
time. And it gets less and less.” 

She sald that at the top she 
put the nose of the plane down 
to level off and. dropped 100 
feet, and could only manage to 
make 25 feet back up. 

““The altimeter had recorded 
18,700, so I settled for that. But 
I am disappointed I couldn't 
reach the 20,000 mark.”

He also objected to another 
amendment’ which guarantees a 
worker his job back at any time 
during the first six months after 
the start of a strike. He said 
that employees had more rights

The amendment. hailed as a 
North American first by Mr. 
Bales, means that any striker 
who opts to go back to work 
during the first six months may 
demand his old job even if an- 
other employee has since been 
hired in his place, 

Mr. Archer said he could see 
no reason for the six-month 
provision since Ontario labor 
law now is based on a Supreme 
Court decision which ruled an 
employee does not cease to be 
an employee simply because he 
exercises .his; legal right to 
strike. 

Stephen Lewis, New’ Demo- 
cratic Party labor critic, said in

The letter draws attention to the trans- 


formation of the publishing industry through 


the “paperback revolution” and ‘notes that the 
stock. of books in Canadian public libraries 


doubled between 1956 and 1966 to more than 


: 20 million. At the same time, there was an 
increase in the rate’ of circulation both per 
volume and per head of population. 

While some experts claim’ that: books are 
“already obsolete or .obsolescent,” the letter 
expresses certainty that the printed wort! in 
one form or another, will long continue as a 
primary means of communication and leisure, 
_ It goes on to suggest, however, that with 
microfilm and other miniaturization  tech- 
niques, economics may well dictate that both 
libraries and publishers avail themselves of 
such techniques. 

For example, to save costly storage space, 
books “could be quite literally printed on 
demand from a text stored in the memory bank 
of a computer.” : 

Such a@ technique might be in line with the 
times, and with the needs of economics and 
‘efficlency, but it could not compare with the 
Pleasure that reading a book affords. A book 
is a priceless possession, a‘ fountain of know- 
ledge and enjoyment which enters the lives of 
all of us from the early. days in school. We 
trust it will ever be thus. It is true that'as with 
other media the contents of a book can express 
ugly things, but by and large literature has 
within its pages the best of man’s creative 
endeavors, As Oscar Wilde put it: “With 
lowers, books and the moon who could not be 
perfectly happy?” 





Teens in Decline!
